€#q@ A manuscript of interest nol only as the work of the author of *‘ The 
Vanity of Dogmatising,” but also by reason of its connection with 
Bacon’s unfinished “ New Atlantis ”’ in Spedding’s 
opinion would be amongst “the most perfect compositions of its 
kind’ had it been completed. Glanvill’s continuation opens with a 
précis of Bacon’s description of the imaginary kingdom of Bensalem, 
in the South Seas, and of the learned institution called Solomon’s 
House—‘‘ a Royal Society,” as Glanvill termed it. He then proceeds 
to enlarge the geography of Bacon’s fiction, describes the fallacious 
religious doctrines imported into Bensalem from the “‘ Island of 
Vagene,” and tells of the revolt and anarchy that ensued.
